when counting the numbers who 
wiH want to use the room, pets 
must not be forgotten. Apirt from 
Jany personal feeling on the subject, 
these might become a danger to the 
family tf allowed to roam durlryt or 
immediately after an afr ratd in 
which gas had been used.

“Through command of the sca, 
which {gs becoming continually more 
complete, the resources of the whole 
world are to a very large extent 
open to us and, surveying the whole

assurance that if.we do our best we 
shall not fnil. . 
Not Dismayed By Neutrals 


“It might seem that It wll] be a|/m 


very short war—perhaps, indeed, 
there might have been no war If all 
the neutral States, who share our 
convictions upon fundamental mat- 
ters and openly. or secretly sympo- 
thise with us, had stood together in 
one line. We did not count on this 
and therefore we are not dismayed. 

“We trust in God and in our own, 
arm uplifted in a cause, which we 
devoutly fecl carries with it the 
larger hopes ond harmonies of maon- 
kind. But the fact: that the smaller 
States of Europe nre terrorised by 
Nazi violence and brutality into sup- 
plying Germany with materials of 
modern war may condemn the whole 
world to a prolonged ordeal, with 
Rricvous consequences in many lands. 
Therefore. I*cannot assure you - that 
the war will be short and still less 
that It will be easy, | 

“It is, I think, our duty to try as 
far as our strength lies, not only to 
win the war, but to curtall as far as 
possible its devouring course." 

Noutral States’ Misfortune 

Referring to the neutral states who 
had the misfortune to be Germany's 
nelghbours, Mr, Churchill sald that 
he had the greatest. sympathy for 
these, forlorn countries, and he 
understood their dangers ond their 
point of view, but it would not be 
right or in the general interest that 
their weakness should feed the ag 
fressor’s strength and fill to over 
flowing the cup of human woe, 
There cowd be no justice if, in tho 
life and death struggle, the aggres- 
sor trampled down every sentiment 
of humanity and those who resisted 
him remained entangled in the tat- 
ters of violated legal conventions. 

"Hardly a day pnsses,” continucd 
Mr, Churchill, ‘without fresh out- 
‘roges of cruel and barbarous charac- 
ter being infilcted upon shipping and 
sallors-of all European countrics, - 

“Their ships are sunk by mine or 
torpedo or bombs from the air, and 
thelr crews murdered ‘or ‘left to 
perish unless Wwe are able to rescue 
them. Swedes, Norweglans, Danes 
and even Italiang have been victims 
of Hitler's murderous deeds, In his 
frenzy thls wicked man and his cri- 
minal regime,. which he conceived 
and erected, increasingly turn thelr 
malice upon tho weak and lonely and 
above all the unarmed” vessels of 
countrics with which: Germany ‘Is 
sll supposed to be on friendly rela- 
tlons, eae 

. Safety In Convoys 

“In tho British and French convoys 

there !s safety. Only one in 900 


noutral ships. which resorted to our 
protection, has been sunk, Lut out- 
aide the shelter of the Allied navies, 
merciless, pent-up spite: ts wrealr 
upon all who come within tho Nazi 
clutch, . ; 

“Only yesterday, whilé the sailors 
of a British submarino were carrying 
ashore on stretchers eight emaciated 
Dutchmen whom they rescued from 
slx days’ exposure in an open bout, 
Dutch aviators, in the namo of strict 
impartial orthodoxy, wero shooting 
down British aircraft which had lost 
thelr way. . : A 

“{ do not reproach the Dutch, our 
vallant aliles of former days. My 
heart goes out to them In their peril 
and distress, dwelling as they do in 
oa cage with a tiger.: But. when we 
are asked to take asa matter of course 
interpretations of neutrality which 
give all ndvantages to the oggressors 
and inflict all disadvantages upon the 
defenders of freedom, I recall o say- 
Ing of the Inte Lord Balfour, ‘This 
singularly ill-contrived world Ig not 
so fll-contrived os that.’ 

“AL outrages pale before the vil- 
lninous deeds wrought upon the help-" 
less Czechs ond Austrians and sinc 
{nto insignificance before the hideous 
agony of Poland. ; 

Polish Predicament 

“Inspecting a Polish destroyer, I 
have rarely scen a finer body of men. 
Yet how tragic {s their plight. Their 
ship was afloat, but their country had 
foundered. i 

“Ag I looleed around at. all the great 
warships oat anchor and other pre- 
parations, I comforted myself with 
the thought that, when these Pollsh 
sailors have finished thelr work with 
the British Navy, we will talse parti- 
cular care to see that they once more 
have a home to goto. ° : 
: “Tho thourhtless dilletante or the 
purblind worldings, although the fate 
of Poland starcs them in the face 
fometimes ask us, ‘What'is it that 
Britain and France are fighting for?! 

“To this I answer, ‘If we left off 
fighting, you ‘would soon find out! 
We shail follow thia war wherever it 
cads us; but we have no wish 
broaden the aren of the conflict! 

“At the outbreak of the war, we 
Wid not know that Italy would not 
be our enemy. We could not bo sure 
that Japan would not be our encmy. 
Too many people had hopes that 
Russin would re-enter the comity of 
nations and help to shicld the working 
folle all over the world from Nozi 
aggression, But-none of theso things, 
bad or good, has happened. 

“We-have no quarrel with tho 
Italian or Japanese people. We have 
tried, and shall try, to live on good 
terms with them. It js no part of 
our policy to seck war with Russia. 
There is no need for Russia to be 
drawn Into the struggle, unless, upon 
the promptings of obsolete Imperialist 
ambition, she wishes to do so and 
throws herself on the side of Gere 


any. ‘ 
“Our affair ts with Hitler and: the 
Nazi-German power. There Is the 
head and the forefront of the offend- 
ing, and it {s there and there alone 
that we seck to strike. 

“All is quict upon the Western 
Yront, and to-day, so far, nothing has 
happened at sea or in the air, But 
more than one milllon German sol- 
diers are drawn up ready to strike 
ot a few hours notice all alang the 
fronticrs of Luxemburg, Belgium and 
Holland. 

“At any moment ‘these - neutral 
countries may bo subjected to an 
avalanche of steel and fire; and the 
decision rests in the hands of a 
haunted and morbid being, who, to 
their eternal shame, the German peo- 
ples in thelr bowllderment have 
worshipped os God. 

“That Is.the situation in Europe 
to-night; and can anyone ‘wonder 
that we are determined to bring such 
o hideous state of alarms ond menace 
to an end aos soon of may and 
once and for oll? Few there are to- 
night, who, looking back on tho Jost 
seven months, would doubt that the 
British and French pcoples were right 
to draw the sword of justice and re- 
tribution. Fewer still there aro who 
wish to sheath it ll it? sombre work 
is done."——-Reuter, oo

built it must be considered serious- © 
ly, Accldents are very Hable to 
occur when such trenches are built 
in an amateur way. Technicnl ad- 
viee should be obtained before 
they’ are started, 

The trench must be lined to pre- 
vent the sides from falllng In, 
drains must be provided, and 
thought must be given to proper 
framing, reinforcement, and many 
other points. If-a trench shelter is 
to be permanent and thoroughly 
satisfactory it should be concrete 
lined. This will ensure that. it 
does not collapse or fill with water, 
There’ are several types to choose 
from, and the new “egg” shaped 
trench Hningg sheet will make this 
work casier to carry out. 

But the provision and prepara- 
tion of «i houschold refuge is not 
all. The housewife must also con- 
sider the question of whut articles 
and stores she must provide for the 
shelter, should it ever be used, A 
first-nid box Is really a necessity in 
every houschold, and particularly 
so should we ever be involved in 
another crisis.

Blend With Powder 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


DO NOT be discouraged If the first 
few times you use a new make-up 
base, the results are not as flattering 
us you expected. Check up to see if 
you have followed directions explicit- 
ly:—Then-check-on-the -rest-of—your- 
make-up. Do your checl rouge and 
lip-stick harmonize? Is the tone of 
your complexlon powder deep 
cnough? Or is it too dark? 


Even with the right foundation, 
any of these may spoll the effect, 
Powder that is too light will make 
your skin look dull and pasty. 
Powder that is too dark has a ten- 
dency to show up in streaks. Per- 
hapa your features are too irregular 
or the shane of your face males a 
bit ef remodelling necessary before 
you can have that lovely, finished 
look you so much admire. 


Keep up your expcrinienting. See 
if you can get more pleasing results 
with two shades of make-up base or 
two shades of powder. By shadow- 
Ing some paris of your face and 
highlighting others you can direct the 
attention to your best features and

Go Light on Mascara 


The difference’ in the two make-up 
shades should be slight, and the arcas 
where the different shades mect 
should be blended carefully so there 
fs no obvious line.
